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SUMMARY.  New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  October 
declined  $4.7  billion  or  2.5  percent  from  September  to 
$185.1  billion.  This  is  the  third  consecutive  monthly 
decline  in  orders;  the  decrease  in  September  was  1.4 
percent  and  in  August  0.8  percent.  Both  the  durable 
and  nondurable  goods  sectors  were  down  in  October. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  were  down  a  slight 
0.1  percent  in  October  to  $190.0  billion.  A  decline  in 
shipments  of  nondurable  goods  of  $1.0  billion  or  1.1 
percent  more  than  offset  an  increase  in  durable  goods 
of  $0.9  billion  or  0.9  percent.  The  nondurable  goods 
decline  was  concentrated  in  the  petroleum  products 
industry. 

Unfilled  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  October 
declined  $5.0  billion  or  1.4  percent  to  $354.3  billion, 
following  a  0.1  percent  decline  in  September.  These 
consecutive ,  monthly  declines  followed  increases  which 
averaged  1.1  percent  per  month  between  the  recession 
low  in  November  1982  and  August  of  this  year. 

The  book  value  of  manufacturers'  inventories  in 
October  increased  $1.2  billion  or  0.4  percent  to  $286.6 
billion,  following, a  0.7  percent  increase  in  September. 
For  the  last  2  months  manufacturers  have  slowed  the 
rate  of  increase  in  inventories,  which  had  expanded 
from  January  through  August  at  the  average  rate  of  1.2 
percent  per  month. 

The  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  in  October  was 
1.51,  up  from  1.50  in  September. 

NEW  ORDERS.  New  orders  in  the  durable  goods  sector 
declined  $3.5  billion  or  3.5  percent  to  $95.2  billion. 
The  declines  were  widespread.  Electrical  machinery  was 
down  14.6  percent,  mostly  caused  by  decreases  in 
communication  equipment  and  electronic  components. 
Nonelectrical  machinery  was  down  7.0  percent;  this  is 
the  fourth  decline  in  the  last  5  months,  dropping  the 
level  below  a  year  ago.  Transportation  equipment  was 
down  1.3  percent,  following  an  11.9  percent  decrease 
last  month.  Primary  metals  were  up  2.5  percent, 
following  an  8.6  percent  decrease  last  month.  The 
primary  metals  increase  was  caused  by  the  steel 
industry,  where  an  increase  of  13.5  percent  offset  last 
month's  decline  of  13.6  percent. 

Within  the  capital  goods  categories,  new  orders 
for  nondefense  goods  declined  9.3  percent  to  $25.3 
billion,  while  defense  orders  dropped  30.5  percent  to 
$4.6  billion.  Defense  orders  had  averaged  $7.3  billion 
per  month  for  the  first  nine  months  of  this  year. 


SHIPMENTS.  Shipments  of  durable  goods  in  October  were 
up  $0.9  billion  or  0.9  percent  to  $99.9  billion,  with 
most  of  the  major  industries  increasing.  Primary 
metals  were  up  5.0  percent,  transportation  equipment 
4.1  percent,  and  fabricated  metals  1.2  percent. 

The  largest  declines  were  in  machinery  categories; 
electrical  was  down  4.8  percent  and  nonelectrical  3.2 
percent. 

Shipments  .of  nondurable  goods  declined  $1.0 
billion  or  1.1  percent  to  $90.2  billion.  Most  of  the 
decline  reflected  a  decrease  in  petroleum  shipments  of 
5.7  percent  to  $16.2  billion.  Petroleum  shipments 
reached  a  low  point  in  February  1983  of  $14.1  billion, 
after  several  consecutive  monthly  declines.  Between 
February  1983  and  March  1984  shipments  increased  to 
$17.3  billion,  but  have  been  generally  declining  since. 

UNFILLED  ORDERS.  Virtually  all  major  industry 
categories  showed  declines  in  unfilled  orders  in 
October,  many  following  declines  last  month. 
Transportation  equipment  was  down  1.7  percent  in 
October  and  0.8  percent  in  September;  non-electrical 
machinery  1.6  percent  and  0.6  percent  respectively;  and 
primary  metals  2.9  percent  and  1.5  percent 
respectively.  The  October  decline  in  electrical 
machinery  of  0.8  percent  was  the  first  decrease  in  that 
series  in  three  years. 

INVENTORIES.  The  increase  in  inventories  in  October  of 
0.4  percent  resulted  from  a  larger  increase  in  the 
durable  goods  sector  of  $1.6  billion  or  0.9  percent 
being  partially  offset  by  a  decline  in  the  nondurable 
goods  sector  of  $0.4  billion  or  0.5  percent.  The 
durable  industry  increases  were  mainly  in  electrical 
and  non-electrical  machinery  and  transportation 
equipment.  The  nondurable  goods  industry  decline  was 
caused  mostly  by  a  decline  In  food  products 
inventories. 

Stage  of  fabrication  inventories  showed  a 
different  pattern  this  month.  Materials  and  supplies 
declined  0.3  percent,  the  first  decrease  since  July 
1983.  Finished  goods  were  up  0.3  percent,  the  smallest 
increase  since  a  0.1  percent  decline  in  January;  a  1.5 
percent  increase  in  durables  offset  a  1.0  percent 
decline  in  nondurables.  Work  in  process  inventories 
continued  its  current  pattern  of  increases,  going  up 
1.2  percent  in  October. 

SCHEDULED  RELEASE  DATES.  The  advance  report  on  durable 
goods  for  November  is  scheduled  for  release  on  December 
21,  1984  at  8:30  A.M.  and  the  full  report  on  January  3, 
1985  at  10:00  A.M.
